Hodgkins Active at G. W. Forty Years 


Has Served Institution in Capacity of 
Professor, Dean, and President 
For Forty-one Years. 

Dr. Howard Lincoln Hodgkins, who 
has been a professor in George Wash 
ington for forty years, acted in the 
capacity of president of the University 
from 1921 until 1923, when President 
Lewis assumed that office. Dr. Hodg- 
kins was then appointed to the newly- 
created office of Dean of the Univer- 
sity. 

Dean Hodgkins has been connected 
with the University since the begin- 
ning of his college career. He was 
born in Elgin, Illinois, January 23, 
1862, and came to Washington in 1875. 
He was here at the inauguration of 
General Grant, and took part in the, 
‘ Parade after the cere-

After coming to Washington Dean 
Hodgkins entered Columbian College, 
and in 1883 received the degrees of 
Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts 
from George Washington, which was 
known at that time as Columbian 
University. Nine years later he was 
awarded a degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy in Mathematics and Physics. 
In 1921 he received the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Science. 

In 1883, the year of his graduatiop, 
Dean Hodgkins was enrolled as a tu- 
tor In Columbian College. He has 
been an instructor inThe University 
continuously since that time. In 1897 
he was appointed Dean of the Cor- 
coran Scientific School of Columbian 
University, which wae later changed 
to the College of Engineering. He 
served In this position until 1903, re- 
suming it again in 1905, and served as 
Dean of the College of Engineering 
until 1913. In that year he was elect- 
ed Dean of the Department of Arts 
and Sciences, where he served until

“The Republic has no need for savants,” 
sneered a tool of Robespierre as he sent 
Lavoisier, founder of modem chemistry, to 
the guillotine. A century later the French 
Government collected all the scientific 
studies of this great citizen of Paris and 
published them, that the record of his re- 
searches might be preserved for all time. 

Lavoisier showed the errors of the theory 
of phlogiston — that hypothetical, material 
substance which was believed to be an ele- 
ment of all combustible compounds and to 
produce fire when liberated. He proved 
fire to be the union of other elements with 
a gas which he named oxygen. 

Lavoisier’s work goes on. In the Research 
Laboratories of the General Electric Com- 
pany the determination of the effects of 
atmospheric aironlamp filaments, on metals 
and on delicate instruments is possible be- 
cause of the discoveries of Lavoisier and 
his contemporaries.
